Summerfallowing 
deep and summerfallowing early has 
now become the established practice 
of the good farmer in the Bassano 
district on non-irrigated land. By 
using correct methods of soil culture 
and cultivation it has been shown 
beyond a doubt that wheat and gther 
‘grains can be grown here at a profit.

Succumbs in Seven Feet of Water After Hanging on for an Hour—Attempt 
at Rescue Meets With Failure 


A. Littlewood, of Brooks, telephone 
line foreman of the C. P. R., D. N. R. 


was drowned in a slough about two 
miles west and two miles scuth of 
‘Countess last Friday afternoon, April 
22nd. His companion, C. E. Lambert 
of Strathmore, almost met a similar 
fate, but managed to struggle ashore 
through the icy waters and save him- 
self. . 
Boat was Leaky. 
Littlewood and Lambert were ‘‘shoot- 
ing" trouble on the C. P. R., D. NR 
telephone line. They located a short 
circuit in one of the wires out in the 
middle of a slough southwest of 
Countess, To reach the pole where 
the trouble was. located, a distance 
of about one hundred yards from 
shore, they used a small boat with a 
metal bottom. The boat was a make- 
shift affair, and leaked badly, but 
apparently the two men thought they 
could get ag far as the pole with it 
all right: f 
In Deep Water 

Pushing and breaking their way 
through the slushy ice that covered 
the slough they made such slow pro- 
gress and the boat leaked so badly 
that by the time the men _ reached 
the telephone pole the boat filled ani 
sank in seven feet of water. Lam- 
bert, clad in hip boots and climbing 


irons, clambered up the pole, and 
Littlewood clung to the guy wire 
running from near the top of the 


pole to the bed of the slough. 
Goes for Help 

After some deliberation Lambert 
decided to go for help, so he slipped 
into the water again and swam for 
the shore. The water was freezing 
cold, and the swimmer was hamper- 
ed by heavy clothing and ice in the 
water. After a terrific struggle 
Lambert reached the bank, exhaust- 
ed and chilled through to the bone 
Climbing into thei? car he drove to 
the nearest farmhouse, that of Geo, 
Goudy, about one mile north of the 
scene of the accident.’ Here Lam- 
bert told his story while his teeth 
chattered as he ripped off hig cold, 
water-soaked garments and changed 
into dry clothing. t

This attempt also failed, for the 
horse, on reaching deep water, be- 
came chilled and cramped, and would 
g0 no farther. By this time Little- 
wood had been in the water about an 
hour. Seeing both attempts to 
reach him meet with failure, he de- 
cided to try and swim for it. Ex- 
hausted and numb from the cold, 
he was able to go only a distance of 
a few yards before he sank. 

Was Returned Soldier 

A party consisting of T, Schulte, 
of Strathmore, Sergt.

been 16.3 days earlier than Victory, 
but its short, fine straw, its limited 
yield and unattractive, long slim ker- 
nel discount it heavily. It is not rec- 
ommended for any important section 
of the Peace River District. Neither 
is Alaska nor O. A. C, No. 3. 

To. those requiring an earlier oat 
than Banner, the new Ottawa variety 
Legacy, is strongly recommended. On 
an average of five years trial it has 
ripened within three days of Dauben- 
ey. It grows a longer straw, has a 
larger kernel and outyields Daubeney 
by quite a wide margin. In 1926 it was 
one of the four that stood entirely up- 
right at harvest, th other three being 
Daubeney and the two hulless oats, 
Liberty and Laural. 

Of the latter pair Laura] is the 

heavier yietder, But its straw is too 
short for dry seasons. Liberty poss- 
esses excellent field qualitis, rivalling 
Legacy in earliness, and in nine years 
performance has justified Dr. Saund- 
ers’ advance notices by producing 
about seven-eighths as much meat as 
Victory. Barliness and hullessness 
are its two special virtues. Though 
subjeet to smut, it has been kept per- 
fectly clean on the Station for nine 
years. Its worst failing is a tendency 
to revert to the hull-retaining type. 
‘ As a farmers’ standard feed oat, 
nothing has been found better than 
Banner. The 1926 crop has pushed it 
to the top of the eight-year average 
column with 86 bushels 13 pounds per 
acre, closely followed by Victory with 
85 bus. 18 pounds, Ligowo 79 bush- 
els 21 pounds; Daubeney 57 bushels 
31 pounds; and Liberty 50 bushels 28 
pounds, equivalent to 72 bushels 21 
pounds of ordinary oats carrying 
thirty per cent hull. ; 

Victory practically ties with Bann- 
er in yjeld and is a much superior ex- 
hibition oat, more attractive also in 
the elevator. It averages 2.6 days 
later in a seven-yar comparison. It 


may be, if anything, a little more in- 
clined to lodge. 
In 1926, ‘Banner was the only one 


of eight medium-to-late oats to stand 
up well. Its advantage on this score 
was plain in both the ranges. Another 
point in favor is that it is econmical 
of seed, It may be dwarfed by a seed - 
ing that would be favorable to Abun- 
dance. Two and a half or three bush- 
els of good seed is plenty. — 

For general use one makes no mis- 
take on either Banner or Victory.

THE FARM. TRACTOR. 


. (Experimental Farms Note.) 

From information received by the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa 
from 86 tractor owners in the Prairie 
Provinces it has been found that 80 
per cent of these men consider their 
tractors a profitable investment. 
While only 50 per cent claim that 
their tractors are profitable for field | 
work, an additional 30 per cent state 
that their tractors are profitable for 


to keep both field and harvestopera-| 
tions up to date. Other advantages 
are, reduction of hired help and num- 
ber of horses required operate 
these farms. 

Tractors were sucessfully operated | 
under varying conditions, however; 
land operation seems inadvisable 
where fiel@s are too hilly, too stony 
or too sandy. Such conditions togeth- 
er with smal] farms, high initial cost 
and high cost of fuel were given as! 
the chief reasons for tractor failure. 
acres’ recommended by these owners 
The smallest number of cultivated} 
on which to purchase a tractor may 
be stated as, 100 acres for every plow 
pulled. 

The cost of tractor operation is 
made up of two major items, namely 
overhead and direct operating costs. 
The direct operating cost includes 
fuel, oil and wages of the operator. 
Overhead includes depreciation, in- 
terest and repairs. The rididgeese 
charges are prorated against 
amount of work the tractor does ann- 
ually. As all groups of tractors in| 
the Prairie Provinces were used over | 
60 days per year, on the average, the 
daily overhead charges were relative- 
ly low, resulting in a low daily oper- 
ating cost of $9.44 for two-plough 
tractors; $13.05 for three-plough_trac- 
tors; and $13.95 per 10-hour day for 
four-plough tractors. These daily | 
costs include the operator’s wages at! 
$3.00 per day. The similarity of the 
last two figures is due to the fact that, 
a large proportion of the four-plough | 
tractors were used on disc-ploughs | 
but were of about the rated 
horse power as the threée-plough class 
The tractor greatly increases the am- 
ount of available power on the farm, 
which accotnts for the claim that it 
enables the work to be kept up to 
date. A tractor Will frequently prove 
a very profitable In vestment, but as 
there many jobs that can be done 
more economically with horses, its 
place is to supplement the work of 
horses. While many tractor owners 
who have only 80 to 40 days tractor 
work per year, claim their machines 
are profitable, it should not be over- 
looked that there is a distinct advan- 
tage to be gained in the mater of 
lowered daily costs by having as 
many additional days work as poss- 
ible,
